Bronx Chamber Asks Roosevelt to 
Call Special Session.

Michigan High Court Modifies De- 
crees on the Colony. 


LANSING, Mich., June 3 (*).—The 
right of the House of David colony 
at Benton Harbor, Mich., to prac- 
tice its religious beliefs and to oper- 
ate its business enterprises was up- 
held today in the State Supreme 
Court. 

The court modified a decree issued 
in 1927 by Justice Louis H. Fead, 
then a circuit judge, who ordered a

The Central Jury Court—to try all 
municipal court jury cases in Man- 
hattan, of which there were 24,000 
last year opened yesterday at 
30 West Thirty-fifth Street, 
eleven trial parts operating. 

The new court, inaugurating the 
jury pooling system, will hand 
cases heretofore distributed among 
nine municipal courts. It will operate

4:30 P. M., instead of the two or 
three days formerly devoted to jury 
cases in the district courts. By con- 
centrating the jury trials in 
building and establishing a pooling 
system, the size of jury panels will 
be reduced, and the time of jury ser 
vice will be shortened. 

Nine district 
Spective jurors formerly held 
subject to call during an entire 
month. Under the pooling system a 
panel of only 300 was summoned to 
be held two weeks. A room equipped 
with desks, stationery and _tele- 
phones has been provided for pros- 
pective jurors to @llow them to keep 
in touch with their business while 
awaiting call. There are also consul- 
tation rooms for lawyers. It is ex- 
pected that a building wil! ultimately 
be devoted exclusively to the court 
Three floors in the Bedell Building 
are used at present 

Presiding Justice Timothy A. Leary 
of the Municipal Court declared at 
the opening yesterday that ‘‘for the 
first time in the history of the munic 
ipal courts we have been able to 
control our calendars and the 
dency will be to reduce congestion.”’

Scarcely any one has a kind word 
to say of the tariff bill as it passed 
the House of Representatives. It 
was not satisfactory even to its 
framers, since they had to make 


many concessions against their will 
in order to logroll enough votes to 
get the measure through at all. Now 
it appears that President HOOVER is 
letting his dissatisfaction with the 
bill be known. He has heard the 
vigorous protests by some of the 
powerful farm organizations in the 
Northwest. His complaint about 
the bill is that, in the first place, it 
did not conform to his recommenda- 
tion of a “limited revision.” The 
revisers had to yield too much to 
unlimited greed backed by political 
influence. The President is also 
said to feel that the bill did too lit- 
tle for the farmer, while attempting 
to do too much for everybody else. 

Mr. HOOVER does not go so far as 
to agree with Senator BoRAH, who 
wants all the increased duties in 
the bill, except those on agricultural 
products, stricken out, so that the 
result would be purely a tariff for 
the farmer. Yet the President evi- 
dently feels that many unjustifiable 
changes upward have been made in 
the tariff taxes, and strongly inti- 
mates that if the bill comes to him 
from the Senate with these changes, 
or others still worse, left in it, he 
will be compelled to return it to Con- 
gress with his veto. 

Nothing is said in the news from 


the White House on the subject of 


the proposed higher duty on sugar. 
Whether the President favors it 
does not appear. It might be called 


a duty to aid the American farmer, 
ao far as he is a grower of sugar 


beets, and all such duties, no matter 
how high, the President is thought 
to regard as defensible, if not nec- 
essary. But it is certain that the 
higher price of sugar would be a 
dubious benefit to American farm- 
ers as a whole. Professors in the 
University of Wisconsin and the re- 
search department of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation have made 
studies of the relative importance 
of the sugar-beet industry, and have 
investigated the effect on the farm- 
ing population of the higher price of 
sugar. They report that the total 
acreage in beets according to the 
last census was only about thirteen 
one-hundredths of 1 per cent of all 
improved land in farms. The num- 
ber of farmers interested in growing 
sugar beets is not more than 3 per 
cent of the total workers on farms. 
The higher price of sugar might 
bring a gain of $26,000,000 to this 
3 per cent of American farmers, but, 
according to the Wisconsin Univer- 
sity estimate, the increase would 
cost all other farmers about $33.,- 
000,000. This would leave out con- 
sumers other than farmers, and 
they, it is figured, would be mulcted 
to the tune of more than $100,000,- 
000 by the increased duty on sugar. 
Thus it is plain that even duties 
on agricultural products cannot be 
placed in water-tight compartments. 
They burst through to affect all 
classes of people. That is one rea- 
son why the tariff bill, as the House 
passed it, is the more unpopular the 
more it is studied and its effects 
made clear. President Hoover’s at- 
titude, as indicated to the Washing- 
ton Correspondents, is probably in- 
tended to inspire a spirit of modera- 
ton in the Finance Committee of

THE SEA SAFETY CODE. 

While it may be some time before 
we have the full text of the code 
framed by the second Conference 
on the Safety of Life at Sea, the 
summary given before adjournment 
leaves no room for doubt that the 
work was well done Admiral 
RICHMOND’S assurance of increased 
safety was linked with an intima- 
tion that burdens had not been im- 
posed upon shipping so as to injure 
a “great and superlatively impor- 
tant industry.” In modern times the 
humanity of owners has not been 
questioned. During the period be- 
tween the holding of the first cdon- 
ference, after the sinking of the 
Titanic, and the second conference, 
that met in the shadow of the 
Vestris disaster, conditions at sea 
were far from satisfactory. Rules 
for safety lacked uniformity among 
the maritime nations. Why this was 
so, Rear Admiral J. G. TAWRESEY, 
U. S. N., has explained: 

A number of governments that 
had participated in the conference 
including the United States, failed 
to ratify the convention, and it 
never came into full effect Fur 
ther, the World War followed 
within a few months and resulted 
in all shipbuilding being taken over

Prompt 
efforts to exterminate the Mediter- 
ranean fruit-fly should be repeated 
in the case of other new insect pests 
that are seeking a foothold on this 
continent. It is far better to spend 
millions for protection than to make 
futile and belated efforts to stem an 
invasion when it already has a firm 


foothold. 





AMERICAN RACE TYPES. 


If the votes last November had 
run the other way this country would 
now have a President conforming 
much more closely than the actual 
incumbent to the old American face- 
type. This conclusion follows from 
Sir ARTHUR KEITH'S anticipation of 
the future American race type in 
THE TIMES MAGAZINE of last Sun- 
day. The old type is presented in 
LINCOLN, JACKSON, CLAY and EMER- 
SON. They reproduce the “longish, 
“narrowish, sharp-featured type of 
“face we are so familiar with in 
“England.” But it is a type which 
the distinguished British anthropol- 
ogist, from what he has seen of 
Americans here and abroad, believes 
to be no longer dominant As a 
forecast of the American type of 
the future he would select Mr. Ho0o- 
VER—the head rounder, the face flat- 
ter, shorter and wider, but “ all per- 
meated with a living, active virility.” 
Quite true, but ALFRED E. SMITH has 
the longer, narrower, sharper fea- 


tures of the Jackson type. 


In favor of Sir ARTHUR'S prophecy 
is the general consideration that a 
mixture of races has been going on 
and will go on in this country; that 
in the course of time the newer 
non-English elements should assert 
themselves in the national make-up, 
and that the Alpine physical traits 
so notably displayed in Mr. HOOVER 
will be much more frequently mani- 
fested. But it is a question of time 


and degree. As a rule, foreign ob- 


servers have been precipitate in not- 


ing the results of racial mixture in 


this country. They have detected 


in the American temperament the 
Mediterranean glow and color, and 
the Slav fatalism, and the Hebraic 
vision where as yet there has been 
no mixing to speak of with the older 


population. The trained anthropolo- 


gist would fall into no such gross 
error; but he may suffer to some 


extent from insufficient data or from 
special data. The Americans whom 
Sir ARTHUR KEITH meets in London 
may not be representative of the 
great mass of stay-at-home hinter- 
landers of the old type. Has Sir 


ARTHUR seen a picture of President 


Hoover's Cabinet? He will find 
there a good deal of the Lincoln- 
Jackson angles and corners. Con- 
temporary American faces would 
look considerably longer and thinner 
if they did not go clean shaven and 
so frequently magnified with horn 
spectacles. A length of hair under 
the chin, a long straggle of hair 
down the neck, as in the Jackson- 
Clay-Martin Chuzzlewit type, and 
the differences would be considerably 


abated 


HRDLICKA, in his studies of the 


“old” American type, does not seem 
to have encountered any imminent 
peril of its submergence beneath the 
later Alpine and Mediterranean im- 
migrants. FRANZ BOAS has sug- 
gested that our American climate, 
food and games take the children of 
immigrants and work extraordinary 
physiological changes in them. These 
considerations should be set down 
for themselves and for the reassur- 
ance they may bring to Bishop 
CANNON and others who labored so 
zealously last year to save the 
America ‘“‘ we know” from new and 
alien dominations. How fatal, other- 
wise, it would be to have saved 
America from a President named 
ALFRED E. SMITH who had the sharp 
features of JACKSON and EMERSON, 
and surrendered it to a President 
named Hoover who does not in the 
least suggest the Nordic!

Earlier today Horace 
wealthy land owner and father 
the dead youth, had declared his be- 
lief that his son and Miss Wilson 
had been murdered 

“T feel that there was a frame-up 
and that revenge led to the shoot- 
ing,’’ hs said. “IT cannot explain 
what I mean, but there was one of 
the toughest characters in New Jer- 
sey mixed up in some way. Both 
families are confident that my boy 
did not do it. If other people knew 
what we know about the case they 
would not believe it either."’ 

Later Mr. Roberts talked to the 
girl’s father, John O. Wilson, Cam- 
den banker and attorney, and to El- 
lis Parker, county detective. 

“After talking with Mr. Wilson 
and with Mr. Parker,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
after certain other things have been 
explained to me, I have come to the 
conclusion that my suspicions were 
groundless and that it was a murder 
and suicide.’’ 

Mr. Roberts said that he had 
learned that his son had had the 
pistol and that he had told Miss Wil- 
son that he would kill himself He 
said that the breaking of the en- 
gagement had been a ‘“‘terrible blow’’ 
to his son, who had known Miss Wil- 
eon since childhood. 

“Young Roberts apparently was 
temporarily deranged, said Detec- 
tive Parker. ‘‘He and Miss: Wilson 
had been engaged to marry, but 
about two months ago, on her return 
from a trip to Florida, she returned 
the engagement ring I understand 
she told the members of her family 
that she did this because she had 
found she did not love Roberts, and 
not because there was any other 
man to whom her affections had 
been transferred.”’ 

The position of the bullet wounds, 
Parker added, showed clearly that 
double murder had not been commit- 
ted. Contrary to rirst reports, Rob- 
erts’s wounds were not back of the

Mr. Edelstein related that the 
union leader agreed to supply drivers 
only to association members on their! 
promise to employ Local 816 mem- 
bers exclusively. An exception was 
to be made in the case of an inde- 
pendent dealer who posted a forfeit 
bond of $10,000 with the union. Later 
it developed, said Mr. Edelstein, that 
housewreckers’ union employes would 
not load brick on trucks not manned

Mr. Edelstein also charged that

Edelstein said. ‘‘Having gotten con- 
trol over the situation, the Brick 
Dealers’ Protective Association then 
proceeded to lower the prices which 
they would pay to the housewrecker 
for brick and to increase the charges 
which are made for carting the dé- 
bris away.

It is charged that the ‘ring’ 
will pay the housewreckers only $6 
for a load of brick for which, before 
the conspiracy, the housewreckers 
received $14 to $15, and that the 
housewreckers are forced to pay $8 
a load to have débris carted, where- 
as previously the price was $5.

WELLESLEY STUDENT HOLD-UP MEN GET 
COMMITS SUICIDE $15,000 IN JEWELS 


Miss Louise F. McBride of Wes- 
ton, West Va., Takes Poison 
on Eve of Tests.

Young Woman Is Said to Have Been 
in Good Health and Excellent 
in Scholarship at College.

WELLESLEY, Mass., June 3.— 
Miss Louise F. McBride, a Wellesley 
sophomore from Weston, W. Va., 
committed suicide by taking poison 
last night in her room in Freeman 
Hall. Her body was discovered this 
morning. 

Dr. Frederick A. Stanwood, medi- 
cal examiner for the town of Welles- 
ley, called by Dr. Elizabeth L. 
Broyles, resident physician at the 
college, reported the finding of sui- 
cide after conducting an investiga- 
tion. The girl left no note; nor was 
there any indication of motive for 
her act. According to the medical 
examiner, she had been depressed. 

Dr. Stanwood said he had not de- 
cided whether it would be advisable 
to conduct a post-mortem examina- 
tion. The girl's father, W. F. Mce- 
Bride, was notified of his daughter's 
death, and it is believed that he is 
on his way to the campus to take 
charge of the body. 

Examinations started at the col- 
lege today, and it is thought the girl 
may have been worrying over them, 
although college authorities reported 
that her standing was excellent. She 
was also reported as having been in 
excellent health.

FIRSP NIGHT LIST IS SIFTED 


Governors Pick 544 Guests Who 
Will Be Admitted Tonight From 
Among 2,000 Applications. 


The Park Casino began to open 


last night and will continue opening 
| during the next three days. In Con- 
tinental fashion, it gave a ‘‘repetition 
generale’’—a special performance for 
the press, before admitting the public. 

The board of governors of the Ca- 
sino, under the chairmanship of An- 
thony J. Drexel Biddle Jr., was still 


selecting the names of the 544 per- 
sons who will be permitted to attend 
the public opening tonight. More 
than 2,000 have applied for first ad- 
mission to this glorified reconstruc- 
tion of the Casino, which was estab- 
lished in the park sixty years ago as 
part of a system of refreshment con- 
cessions designed to save the park 
from being littered by basket parties. 

Last night Josef Urban, who de- 
signed the new establishment, was 
the chief figure at the press recep- 
tion. It is upon his work that the 
management bases its claim that the 
Casino, near the East Seventy-second 
Street gate to Central Park, has be- 
come ‘‘the most beautiful and ele- 
gant restaurant in the world.”’ 


Describes ‘‘Rhythmic Line.”’ 


Mr. Urban told how ‘‘the moods of 
each room are established through 
rhythmic line and sensuous color 
and in the whole composition each 
room plays up to the next room.”’ 
His description was a prose poem. 

“The main dining room,’’ said 
Urban, ‘broad surfaces of silver, 
give a living neutral background to 
a pulsating rhythm of maroon and 
green. In the ballroom, the line of 
the mural composition is like the 
wave of a conductor’s baton begin- 
ning dance music, while dim reflec- 
tions in the black glass ballroom 
ceiling give space and movement in 
sympathy to the life of the room. 
An entrance lobby where reliance on 
pure proportion serves as a foil to 
these two formal rooms.

Although William G. Fullen, chair-

tail, it is understood that as soon as

Not even the oldest habitué of Yan- 
kee games at the Stadium, at the 
Polo Grounds or away back in the 
Hill Top days, could recall when the 
Yanks had ever won or lost a ball 
game in any such short space of time 
as one hour and twenty minutes 

In fact, so swiftly did the action 
move that many of the 10,000 specta- 
tors who witnessed this strange spec- 
tacle were still in their seats, as 
though in a trance, many minutes 
after the last put-out had been en- 
acted 

In the Yankee dugout, Miller Hug- 
gins had to pinch himself several 
times to assure himself he had not 
been dreaming, and long after it was 
over he was still trying to verify 
the facts. < : 

Nevertheless, it is a fact that Eddie 
Wells, left-handed and heretofore no 
great shakes of a success with the 
Yanks, not only pitched this game 
in one hour and twenty minutes, but 
shut out the White Sox with two 
hits

of the board of the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation, 261 Fifth Avenue. 
Among the outstanding of these 


contracts is the one with the Ford 
Motor Company, signed at Dear- 
born, Mich., last Friday, at which 
time it was announced that this 
agreement calls for the purchase of 
$30,000,000 worth of Ford cars and 
parts by the Russian interests with- 
in the next four years. The other 


contracts call for designing of plants, 
technical assistance and exchange of 
patents 

The statement issued yesterday at 
the offices of the Amtorg Trading 
Corporatior which was one of the 
parties to @» Ford Motor Company 
contract, said that “it is significant 
that American engineering skill is 
being utilized on many of the prin- 
cipal Soviet industrial projects now 
under way."’ 


The Ford contract, which is for a 
term of nine years, pro! des for 
technical cooperation between the 


Ford Motor Company and the Soviet 
Automobile Trust for five years 
after the completion of a factory at 
Nizhni-Novgorod, which is expected 
to be put in operation within four 
years, and which will produce an 
nally 100,000 Ford cars and trucks 
This plant will produce more trucks 
than passenger cars. 

The statement pointed out that the 
Soviet Union possesses only 20,000 
cars ‘‘and is probably the least ad- 
vanced in this respect of any of the 
large European’ countries.’’ The 
statement added that ‘‘an indication 
that the problem is receiving ade- 
quate attention is the fact that this 
vear $150,000,000 has been appro- 
priated for road construction’ by
